For if you go to the Lord's Supper 
without confidering the Reaſon of that 
Ordinance, and the very great Concern 
without ſeeing the 
Neceffity and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, 
you will go with Indifference, and re- 
turn without ſuch Benefit as you might 
otherwiſe hope for. 

To prevent this, you ſhould ſeriouſly 
conſider what Account the Holy Scrip- 
tures have given us of the Condition 
we are in, both with reſpe& to this 
Lite, and the Life which is to come. 

That is, — That we are by Nature 
Sinners; and that, as ſuch, God can- 
not take Pleaſure in us: —And that if 
we die, before we are reſtored to His 
Favour, we ſhall be ſeparated from 
Him, and miſerable for ever.

A. A ſhort Introduction 
This will lead you to enquire, how 


the Nature of Man came to be thus 
_ diſordered, and prone to Evil; for you 


muſt not imagine, that God, who is 


infinitely good, created Man in ſuch 


a State of Corruption, as you now /ee 
and feet him to be; but that he muſt 
have fallen into this wretched Condi- 
tion, ſince he came out of the Hands 
of his Creator. 

And fo the Scripture informs us.— 


In the Third Chapter of Gene/is, we 


have this following Account of the 
State of Man, Before, and After, the 


Fall : 
That Adam and Eve, from whom 


ſprang all Mankind, were created in 
the image of God; that is, holy and 


innocent; having @ perfect Knowledge 
of their Duty, a Command of their 


Vill and Ajections, and a Power, 


through the Grace of God, 79 do what 
they jaw fit to be done. 

In this Condition they were placed 
in Paradiſe, in a State of Trial, with 
a Promiſe of immortal Lite and Hap- 
pineſs, if they ſhould continue to fear 

to 
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to the Lord's Supper. 5 


to /ove, to honour, and obey their Crea- 
tor; as alſo with an expreſs Warning, 
of the dreadful Conſequence of their 
Diſobedience. 


Notwithſtanding which Warning, 


they, through the Temptation of the 


Devil, tranſgreſfed the Commands of 
God; and, by doing ſo, they did not 
only forfeit all Right to the Promiſe 
of eternal Life and Happineſs, but alſo 
contracted ſuch a B/mdneſs in the Un- 
der ſtanding. ſuch a Diforder in their 
Will and Affrctions, as all their Poſte- 
rity feel to their Sorrow; and became 
fubject to Sin, and the Puniſhment of 
Sin, which is Miſery and Death. 

Concerning the Nature and Great- 

eſs of this Sin, we are to judge of it 
by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment 
inflicted upon them, and their Poſte- 
rity. For God, being wfinitely Fuſt 
and Hely, could not infliet a Puniſhment 
greater than their Sin deſerved. 

Now this was the Occafion of that 
unrverſal Corruption and Wickednejs 
which you ſee and hear of inthe World, 
and which you. cannot but, in fome 

meafure,

meaſure, feel in your own Nature: 
For, as the Scriptures inform us, Gen. 
v. 3. Adam begat his Children in his 
own Likeneſs; that is, with ſuch a 
depraved Nature as his was then be- 
come. 
And now conſider into what a ſad 
Condition theſe unhappy Offenders 
had brought themſelves ; and remember 


that this is your own Condition, and the 


Condition of all their Poſterity. 

The Law of Nature and Reaſon was 
full in Force, and could not poſſibly 
be diſpenſed with. At the ſame Time 
they found, by ſad Experience, that, 
as St. Paul deſcribes the fallen State 
of Man, there was. a Law in their 
Members warring againſt the Law of 
their Mind; ſo that the Good whzch 
they would, they did not; but the Evil 


that they would not, that they did.

There could not ſure be a Condition 
more deplorable than this :—To live 
only to contract evil Habits; and, by

We have Reaſon to believe that this 
New Covenant was more fully ex- 
plained to Adam, than is ſet down in 
this ſhort Account given us by Meo/es, 
and as it is more fully in, in the 
pe; and which was to this Pur- 
pole ; -That, on Condition of their 


ſincere Repentance and fincere Obedi- 


ence afterwards, . they ſhould be reſtored 
70 the Favour of God ; and after Death, 


#9 that Life and Happineſs, which in 


their State of Innocence was promiſed to 
them without tafting of Death ; which 
Favour they had forfeited by their 
Diſobedience.

And as all good Men, before the 
coming of Chriſt, did moſt religiouſly 
keep up the Remembrance of the pro- 
miled Seed, and obtained the Pardon 
of their Sins, and Acceptance with 
God, wpon offering Sacrifices through 
Faith in a Redeemer which was to 
come ; ſo all Chriſtians, fince the 
coming of that Redeemer, are obliged, 
as they hope tor Pardon and Favour 
from God, to keep up the Remem- 
brance of God's great Mercy, in ſend- 
ing us a Redeemer, and of what that 
Redeemer has done to fave us; and 
this in the Manner which he himſelf 
hath ordained. 

Now, that you may be more ſenſible 
of, and thankful to God for this his 
infinite Loving-kindneſs, and that you

Methods of Providence, through the

Gered ineffectual for the Amendment of

ave been in no Danger of temporal 
Death; even ſo we, while we feed on 
this Bread, now endued with a Life- 
giving Spirit, and live as we ovght to 
do, are in no Danger of Death eros i]. 

Theſe being Pledges to- aſſure us 
that as certainly as fired and Wine do 
nouriſh eur Bodies, ſo do theſe ſeal to 
us all the Benefits which Jeſus nk 
hath purchaſed for us, by his Sacrifice 
and Death. 

And when any Chriſtian does wil- 
fully, and for Want of Faith, deprive 
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ro the Lord's Supper. 21 
himſelf of this ſpiritual Food, he falls 
as our firſt Parents did, into a State 
purely natural, and deſtitute of the 
Means of Grace and Salvation. 

For the Happineſs of. the World, 
and of every Soul in it, depends upon 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt; of which we 
are bound to keep up the Remem- 
brance after this ſolemn Manner: 

That, whenever we pray for any 
Favour or Bleſſing, we may remember 
to do it in his Name: — That, when- 
ever we are ſo unhappy as to have 
done any Thing which may diſpleaſe 
God, we may remember to pray to 
be forgiven for Chriſt's Sake. 

For God grants whatever we aſk, 
and which he ſees to be for our Good, 
when we aſk in Faith, that is, in his 
Sou's Name; and therefore the Church 
concludes all her Prayers in theſe moſt 
prevailing Words; — For Feſu: Chriſt's 
Sake. 1 

In one Word, we do by this Sacra- 
ment keep up a continual Correſpon- 
dence with our Lord in Heaven; and 
hold Communion with him, and with 


all 
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all the Members of his Body, which 


receive Nouriſhment and Growth from 
Him, as the Branches from the Tree 
in which they are grafted, and from 
which when they are ſeparated, they 
can bear no Fruit, and are only fit to 
be burned. 

And as every Chriſtian 1s obliged, 
at the Peril of his Soul, to obſerve it, 
ſo the Duty muſt be ſuch, as every one, 
even the moſt unlearned, may. under- 
ſtand, if it is not his own Fault. 

And ſo indeed it is: For as an //-ae/- 
ite, Levit. i. 4. under the Law, being 


obliged to lay his Hand upon the Head 


of his Sacrifice, confeſſing his Sins, 
and laying them, as it were, upon that 
Creature—as he did eaſily underſtand, 
that this was to ſhew him, that Death 
was the due Reward of Sin; that this 
ought to humble him before God, and 
to give him the greateſt Abhorrence of 
Sin, which could not be pardoned but 
by the Loſs of the Lite of an innocent 
Creature : 

As this was plain to the meaneſt

Lord jeſus Chriſt became a Sacrifice 
for us, and that on him all our Sins

{ad our Condition was, which required 
ſuch a Sacrifice: — That this therefore 
ought to humble us, to lead us to 
Repentance, to make us fearful of 
offending God, and to abhor thoſe 
Sins which coſt Te/us Chrift his Life, 
before God could be prevailed with to 
pardon them.

He will alſo eaſily underſtand, that 
the Love of Chriſt and the Remem- 
brance of his Death, ought to be very 
dear tous; and that the oftener we re- 
member it in the Manner he ordained, 
the more Graces we ſhall receive from 
God: Thefirmer will be our Faith, the 
ſurer our Pardon, and the more com- 
fortable our Hopes of meeting him, not 
as an Enemy but as a Friend, at whoſe 
Tablewehave been ſo often entertained.
